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ij.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1965. 

The  e-stimated  mid-year  population  was  4,890,  which  is  an 
increase  of  30  over  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

68  live  births,  of-  vfhich  9 were  illegiiima'ce,  were  regis- 
tered during  the  year  and  in  the  same  period  there  were  89  deaths. 

The  corrected  birth  rate  of  16.0  per  1,000  population  is 
below  the  National  rate  of  18,0,  but  still  slightly  above  the  average 
in  the  District  over  the  preceding  five  years,  which  was  14-5  ..births 
per  1,000  population. 

There  were  no  stillbirths,  but  one  infant  died  during  uhe 
firso  week  of  life.  The  cause  of  death  was.  prematurity.  This  gives 
an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  14,4  per  1,000  live  births.  The 
average  infantile  mortality  over  the  past  six  years  has  been  8.0  which 
is  considerably  lower  than  the  National  rate  which,  in  that  period,  was 
in  the  region  of  20  per  1,000  live  births.

the  individual  causes  of  death  follow  the  usual  pattern  in  that 
the  main  cause  was  due  to  disease  associated  with  the  heart  and 
circulation. 


The  number  of  deaths  due  to  pneumonia  may  be  misleading,  but  of 
the  eleven  deaths  from  this  disease  eight  were  in  people  over  the  age 
of  75  years,  and  the  remaining  three  were  in  people  between  the  age 
of  65  and  74  years.  Death  from  pneumonia  is  now  usually  a terminal 
illness  in  an  otherwise  enfeebled  patient. 


INFECTIOUS  PI SEALE . 

Ill  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
of  which  80  were  cases  of  measles  and  15  were  cases  of  food  poisoning. 
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A clinical  trial  of  vaccination  of  children  against  measles  has 
been  carried  ouu  in  certain  large  Local  Authority  areas  wherein  36,000 
children  between  the  ages  of  10  months  and  two  years  were  given  the 
vaccine . 

ihe  results  are  encouraging  and  it  is  estimated  that  85a  of  the 
children  were  protected,  but  measles  in  this  coutry  is  in  general  a 
mild  disease,  although  complications  do  occur  they  can  be  dealt  with 
by  antibiotic  treatment  and,  as  an  attack  of  this  disease  leaves 
behind  it  immunity  for  life,  there  is  little  point  in  replacing  this 
life  long  immunity  by  an  immunity  which  might  fade  after  a few  years. 
rl‘his  might  result  in  shifting  the  disease  to  later  in  life  when  it  is 
often  more  serious. 

Lore  information  will  be  available  when  the  children  in  the  present 
clinical  trial  have  been  followed  up  through  one  or  two  future  epidemics 

Until  such  time  as  the  length  of  the  period  of  immunity  is  known, 
there  is  reason  to  postpone  routine  immunisation  of  children,  but  to 
reserve  the  vaccine  for  individual  children  who  for  reasons  require 
special  protec  cion. 

Food  Poisoning . 

Of  the  15  cases  notified  8 were  cases  of  salmonella  Typhimurium. 

The  type  of  infection  in  each  of  these  8 cases  was  confirmed  by  labor- 
atory investigations,  there  were  several  other  patients  with  a similar, 
though  clinically  less  severe  illness,  who  probably  had  the  same 
infection. 

.In  all  the  proven  cases  which  I saw  one  feature  in  common  was  that 
they  had  eaten  a certain  type  of  confectionery,  and  it  was  found  that  an 
employee  in  the  firm  which  produced  this  confectionery  had  suffered  from 
a similar  illness,  and  had  returned  to  work  the  day  before  the  suspected 
food  was  sold  to  the  public. 

By  the  time  the  cases: had  begun  to  be  confirmed  it  was  no  longer 
possible  to  obtain  any  of  the  actual  suspect  food  for  analysis,  and 
laboratory  investigation  of  all  the  staff  in  this  firm  was  then  negative 
but  I am  satisfied  that  we  had  here  a convalescent  carrier  who  returned 
to  work  before  it  was  safe  to  do  so,  and  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  the 
firm  was  not  what  it  should  have  been.  The  standard  has  now  been 
improved.

The  best  age  at  which  to  vaccinate  cliildren  is  towards  the  end 
of  the  first  year  or  in  the  second  year  of  life,  and  it  is  estimated 
that  of  369  children  reaching  the  age  of  two  yea,rs  in  1965,  227  had  been 
protected.  155  of  these  children  were  vaccinated  under  the  age  of  one 
year  in  1964,  and  72  between  the  age  of  one  to  two  years  in  1965. 
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this  is  just  over  a 60%  protection  rate.  Although  this  is 
considerably  higher  than  the  National  race,  it  means  that  should  small- 
pox be  introduced  into  the  area  about  40^  of  the  population  might  well 
be  at  risk.

40  had  completed  their  course  in  1964,  and  234  completed  the  course  in 
1965.  In  all,  803c  of  them  were  immunised. 

-iS  each  year  about  50  children  in  their  second  year  are  immunised, 
over  9C46  of  children  are  protected  before  they  reach  their  second  birth- 
day and  poliomyelitis  has  noc  occurred  in  the  area  since  1959. 

The  importance  of  maintaining  this  high  protection  rate  is  obvious 
for  where  public  immunity  is  at  a low  rate,  poliomyelitis  may  still 
rapidly  reach  epidemic  proportions  as  happened  in  Blackburn  where  there 
were  52  cases  in  1965.

A good  rate  of  protection  was  maintained  and  600  school  children 
were  immuni s e d . 

After  a full  primary  course  of  tetanus  toxoid,  a useful  level 
of  immunity  persists,  and  may  be  permanent  in  many  subjects.  A re- 
inforcing dose  given  every  five  years  will  invariably  maintain  a satis- 
factory level  of  protection;  two  or  three  such  doses  usually  suffice  for 
life,  hence  it  is  desirable  to  give  children  the  primary  dose  in  infancy 
with  booster  doses  at  5,  10  and  15  years.

I'he  Clinic  a r Gresham  was  discontinued  during  ohe  year  as  there 
were  very  few  babies  in  che  parish.  It  was  more  practical  for  the 
District  Nurse  to  visit  children  in  their  homes. 

Ihe  Clinic  at  Sheringham  on  the  first  Tuesday  and  at  Cromer  on 
the  first  Thursday  of  each  month  is  attended  by  the  medical  Officer.

During  the  third  term  of  1965  a scheme  for  the  detection  of 
partial  deafness  in  children  was  started. 

It  is  proposed  that  all  school  children  at  the  age  of  six  years 
should  have  an  audiometry  test.  As  the  special  equipment  did  not 
arrive  until  October  it  was  not  possible  to  cover  all  the  schoold  in 
1965>  but  chis  programme  was  continued  in  1966. 

In  1965,  127  children  were  examined  and  some  degree  of  hearing 
loss  ..as  found  in  11  children.  The  children  were  referred  to  their 
family  doctors  or  to  the  E.N.T.  Consultant  when  this  was  indicated.

i'o  the  members  of  the  Cromer  Urban  District  Council, 
kr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  another  Annual  Report, 
my  fourth,  on  matters  of  public  health  as  affected  by  my  duties  as 
your  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  the  calendar  year  of  1965.  As  usual, 

I may  digress  a little  and  mention  other  aspects  of  my  joint  duties  as 
Surveyor  and  Later  Manager. 

Efforts  to  raise  the  standards  of  public  health  could  be 
inexhaustible,  but  I regret  to  report  that  with  the  ever  increasing 
amount  of  legislation  to  contend  with  and  with  the  limited  staff  and 
time  which  is  available,  I have  to  use  these  to  the  best  advantage 
and  much  routine  inspection  work  just  cannot  be  carried  out.  However, 

I have  tried  to  give  all  premises  registered  under  the  Factories  Act, 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  all  food  premises 
and  similar  establishments  at  least  one  visit  during  the  year,  although 
it  has  not  always  been  possible  go  follow  up  to  a proper  conclusion  on 
advice,  notices,  and  correspondence  entered  into  at  the  time  of  or  af'cer 
these  visits. 

During  the  year,  it  may  be  said  that  the  services  which  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  council,  including  highways,  promenades,  sea 
defences,  walks,  parks  and  open  spaces,  holiday  amenities,  street  and 
decorative  lighting  etc.  have  been  maintained  to  a fairly  high  standard. 
One  of  the  biggest  developments  of  the  year,  and  indeed  for  many  a year 
was  the  widening  of  the  west  end  of  Church  Street,  the  creating  of  a new 
shopping  centre  and  the  elimination  for  all  time  of  'ihe  Narrows ' after 
years  of  earnest  negotiation  before  the  improvement  was  at  last 
sanctioned.  The  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  major  sewerage  schemes 
to  serve  the  new  housing  development  areas  and  to  alleviate  flooding 
in  the  older  parts  of  the  town.  Part  2 of  the  total  scheme  which  will 
improve  the  present  methods  of  sewage  disposal  has  still  to  be  consid- 
ered. Complementary  to  an  adequate  sewerage  system  is  the  ensuring  of 
satisfactory  water  supplies  to  all  parts  of  the  council's  water  supply 
area.  Over  the  years,  with  more  and  more  development  taking  place  in  the 
central  areas,  the  water  supplies  to  the  more  outlying  districts  has 
gradually  suffered  but  this  situation  will  be  improved  for  the  fore- 
seeable future  by  your  decision  to  lay  supplementary  trunk  mains  from 
Aylmerton  to  East  and  west  Runton,  and  from  the  A. 148  Railway  Bridge 
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(Holt  Road)  to  Overstrand.  Complaints  are  constantly  received 
regarding  the  inadequacy  of  the  street  lighting  to  areas  of  new 
development,  hut  these  lighting  extensions  could  have  been  completed 
eighteen  months  ago  if  only  the  Ministry's  loan  sanction  to  meet  the 
cost  of  the  schemes  had  been  forthcoming. 

It  is  sad  to  have  to  report,  nor  less,  but  more  vandalism 
than  ever,  especially  to  Public  Conveniences,  Shelters,  Chalets, 
flower  and  shrub  beds,  etc.  and  even  the  stealing  of  commemorative 
plates,  ihis  is  needless  expense  to  the  ratepayers,  but  unfortunately 
it  takes  place  all  over  the  country  and  there  appears  to  be  no  remedy.

I 
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fwelve  new  houses  and  eight  bungalows  were  completed  at  Lynewood 
Road  by  Christmas  but  could  have  been  occupied  earlier  but  for  a hold- 
up in  the  giving  of  loan  sanction  for  the  roads  and  services  contract. 
Draft  layouts  have  been  prepared  for  a further  development  of  20  dwellings 
with  garage s,  but  the  preliminaries  are  still  receiving  at rent ion.  It 
is  the  Council's  aim  to  build  at  the  rate  of  about  20  houses  per  year 
for  the  next  3 years  (Circular  21/65). 

I.'ith  regard  to  unfit  houses,  (estimated  total  35)  > Dr.  Bradfield 
and  I made  a survey  of  these  and  on  reporting  our  findings  to  the 
Committee  received  appropriate  instructions,  particularly  for  those 
which  could  be  saved  for  a few  years  at  not  too  great  an  expense.  In 
some  cases,  negotiations  are  still  proceeding.  A particularly  difficult 
area  to  deal  with  is  Jetty  Street,  where  the  buildings  are  on  the 
Ministry's  "Supplementary  List  of  Buildings  of  Special  Architectural  or 
Historic  Interest",  and  improvement  or  conversion,  rather  than  demolition 
is  recommended. 

As  far  as  existing  council  houses  are  concerned  the  main  difficulty 
is  in  meeting  the  ever  increasing  cost  of  repairs  out  of  a depleted 
Housing  Repairs  Fund,  tenants  are  now  being  asked  to  see  to  their  own 
minor  repairs  and  it  is  now  the  council's  policy  not  to  provide  any 
further  cookers  in  any  of  their  houses. 

Ihe  repairing  of  metal  windows  in  60  of  the  council's  houses  is 
also  difficult  in  that  no  local  firm  will  take  on  the  job.  A report  on 
the  state  of  these  windows  and  the  advisability  of  replacing  some  or  all 
of  these  with  timber  windows  will  soon  be  in  your  hands.  A painting 
programme  is  also  being  drawn  up  in  conjunction  with  the  above  recommend- 
ations . 


Common 


Referring  to  paragraph  6 of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/66, 
there  are  no  common  lodging  houses  within  the  Urban  District. 


Carayajn.  cites . 

xhere  are  two  caravan  sites  and  one  holiday  chalet  site  all  in 
very  pleasant  surroundings  within  the  Urban  District,  as  follows 

Royal  Links  (Mrs.  E.B.3.  Blow)  - 96  caravans  for  holiday  purposes  (winter 

storage ) . 

Pinev/ood  (Mr.  Kobe.  o.  Hill)  - 123  caravans  for  holiday  purposes  (winter 

storage) . 

Chalet  Site,  Overstrand  Road  (King's  of  Lewisham)  - 112  holiday'  chalets. 


All  sites  are  conducted  on  excellent  lines,  have  presented  very 
few  difficulties,  and  those  there  have  been  were  solved  in  an  amicable 
way,  with  the  owners  always  willing  to  co-operative  as  much  as  possible. 
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oewera; 


As  mentioned  in  the  pre-amble,  major  improvements  to  the  sewerage 
system,  consisting  of  new  sewers  to  the  Hill  Close,  otevensRoad,  Burnt 
Hills  and  Holway  Close  Housing  Developments,  and  alleviation  of  flooding 
conditions  in  Station  Road,  Overstrand  Road  and  Church  Street  (east  end) 
were  completed  during  the  year,  with  good  results  as  may  be  judged  so 
far. 


There  were  the  usual  troubles  of  property  owners  blaming  the 
sevjers  when  the  cholcage  lay  in  their  drains,  with  trade  effluents  on 
the  beach,  choked  field  drains  causing  flooding  and  similar  complaints, 
but  by  and  large  the  whole  of  the  system  was  generally  well  maintained. 

Part  of  the  main  outfall  sewer  under  the  Pier  Pavilion  collapsed, 
necessitating  the  calling  in  of  a local  firm  of  civil  engineering 
contractors  to  effect  repairs.  Further  out  still,  under  the  boathouse 
at  the  end  of  the  pier,  the  condition  of  the  outfall  sewer  is  suspect, 
but  this  has  recently  been  surveyed  by  divers  who  are  working  on  the 
slipway  renovations  and  the  engineers  will  be  presenting  a report  in  due 
course . 

Street  Cleansing . 

this  service  continued  quite  satisfactorily  using  four  roadsweepers 
throughout  the  year,  augmented  by  two  additional  sweepers  on  the  front 
during  the  season.  Two  new  orderly  barrows  were  put  into  use  in  1965,  anH 
another  two  have  been  purchased  since.  The  council  investigated  the 
possibility  of  introducing  mechanical  sweeping  and  even  had  a demonstration 
of  one  make  of  machine.  However,  a case  could  not  be  made  out  for  the 
mechanical  method,  as  a machine  must  take  the  place  of  six  sweepers  before 
it  becomes  an  economical  proposition. 

One  complaint  I receive  more  than  any  others  concerns  the 
inadequacy  of  the  number  of  litter  bins  in  the  town,  but  if  only  a little 
could  be  purchased  continuously  over  a period  of  a few  years,  the  litter 
problem  would  become  much  easier. 

Public  Cleansing. 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained  satisfact- 
orily throughout  the  year  with  two  vehicles  working  full  time  in  the 
summer  and  one  full  time  and  one  part  time  off  season.  The  crews  work 
very  well  together  and  seem  to  be  appreciated  by  the  public.  Few  complaints 
are  received. 

The  older  vehicle  which  has  become  increasingly  difficult  to 
maintain  at  reasonable  expense  would  have  been  replaced  last  year  but  for 
the  bad  state  of  the  national  finances.  It  is  hoped  that  a replacement 
will  be  purchased  during  the  Current  financial  year.  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  sa w various  compression  refuse  collection 
vehicles  demonstrated  at  Norwich,  bheringham,  Erpingham  R.D.C.  and  Cromer, 
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before  finally  making,  a choice. 


Refuse  disposal  continued  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  the 
new  tip  in  the  old  Gkravel  Pits,  Northrepps  Road,  last  year  being  the 
first  full  year  of  operations  there.  On  the  whole,  the  tip  worked 
satisfactorily  except  that  in  stormy  weather,  papers  are  apt  go  be 
blovTn  out  beyond  the  confines  of  the  high  fence  which  surrounds  the 
tip,  much  to  the  annoyance  of  the  owners  of  the  land,  'these  loose 
papers  are  collected  from  the  surrounding  lands  as  soon  as  the  wind 
calms  down,  and  in  any  case  the  area  is  combed  for  papers  at  least 
once  in  every  week,  every  eft  ore  being  taken  to  minimise  nuisance, 
throughout  the  year,  the  refuse  after  being  tipped,  was  levelled  out 
and  covered  by  either  one  or  two  men  who  were  employed  continuously  at 
the  tip.  They  had  to  win  the  covering  materials  from  the  sides  of  the 
pit  which  often  made  a veiy  long  haul  necessary  for  them  and  a barrowful 
of  soil  does  not  go  a long  way  when  spread  over  a pile  of  refuse. 

It  became  evident  that  some  other  means  of  controlling  the  tip 
would  have  to  be  employed.  The  Committee  saw  machines  demonstrated  at 
G-resham  rip  and  also  on  the  council's  tip,  but  after  much  consideration 
finally  decided  to  put  the  work  out  to  contract.  The  contractor  levels 
and  consolidates  the  tip  and  covers  over  by  bulldosor  at  least  twice 
per  week,  giving  a much  better  result  than  formerly. 

For  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1965,  the  cost  of 
collecting  each  bin  for  the  year  was  £2.  4.  2d  and  the  cost  per  bin 

for  disposal  was  17/8d  for  the  year. 

Public  Conveniences . 

The  eight  blocks  of  conveniences  were  well  maintained  and  much 
credit  for  this  is  due  to  the  full-time  attendant  who  insists  on 
maintaining  a high  standard,  -“-he  four  lady  attendants  employed  in  the 
summer  months  also  gave  a good  account  of  themselves. 

Renovations  to  tho  Red  Lion  Toilets  were  completed  before  the 
start  of  the  1965  season,  and  similar  renovations  to  the  Last  End 
Toilets  were  completed  for  the  1966  season. 

Land  required  for  a proposed  block  of  toilets  in  Mill  Road  has 
not  yet  been  acquired  by  the  council. 

In  response  to  Circular  15/65  calling  on  local  authorities  to 
improve  ohe  facilities  provided  in  public  conveniences,  the  council 
agreed  in  principle  to  adopt  the  recommendations  with  the  exception 
of  providing  hot  water  for  hand  washing.  Free  washing  facilities 
including  the  issue  of  paper  towels  are  now  provided  in  most  of  the 
conveniences . 

In  my  opinion,  the  worst  advertisement  the  town  possesses  is  the 
men's  toilet  off  the  Melbourne  Steps,  and  I would  suggest  that  a 
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replacement  for  this  toilet  should  be  placed  on  the  priority  list. 
Public  Nuisances „ 

Informal  action,  taken  in  3o  cases  invariably  is  sufficient 
to  got  rid  of  the  complaint,  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  resort  to 
statutory  action  in  any  of  the  cases. 

rwo  nuisances  I was  pleased  to  see  abated  were  the  noise 
nuisance  from  the  use  of  metal  crates  in  the  milk  trade,  and  the 
renovation  of  the  hotel  toilets  in  Surrey  Street. 

Inspection  of  meat  andother  foods . 

As  there  are  no  slaughter  houses  within  the  urban  district, 
very  little  meat  inspection  is  carried  out;  only  when  the  butcher  has 
had  meat  go  bad  on  him  or  sent  to  him  in  a dubious  state. 

there  was  the  usual  voluntary  surrender  of  unsound  food,  31 
certificates  having  been  issued  after  inspection  of  the  suspected 
food.  The  council  makes  a charge  of  2/-d  for  each  certificate  issued.

At  least  one  inspection  was  made  of  each  of  these  food  premises, 
most  being  found  to  be  in  splendid  order.  However,  advice  was  given  where 
necessary  and  notice  was  given  of  any  slight  infringements  found,  although 
it  v/as  not  necessary  to  institute  proceedings.  Much  of  the  follow-up  work 
has  still  to  be  done  but  unfortunately  time  which  should  be  alloted  to 
this  ts.sk  is  in  very  short  supply. 

A slight  outbreak  of  dysentery  in  August  had  to  be  investigated  and 
although  soft  ice-cream  was  suspected,  the  samples  sent  for  analysis  were 
bacteriologically  pure. 

There  were  three  new  registrations  of  Food  Premises  under  the  Food 
& Drugs  Act,  1955  viz.  two  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream  and  one 
for  the  sale  of  fish  and  chips. 

The  main  source  of  water  supply  continues  to  be  from  Met ton, 
189,662,000  gallons  having  been  pumped  from  this  source  during  the  year 
1965,  an  increase  of  4,018,000  gallons  over  the  previous  year,  1964.  The 
rise  in  consumption  was  somewhat  less  than  in  previous  years,  but  never- 
theless, taken  over  the  past  five  years  the  average  rise  in  consumption 
is  about  5%  per  annum.  The  water  is  pumped  from  two  24"  dia.  boreholes. 
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of  which  the  potential  yield  is  72,000  gallons  per  hour  on  a 16  hour 
day.  A chemical  analysis  of  this  water  was  given  in  detail  in  a 
previous  report,  but  it  may  be  worth  repeating  that  the  natural 
fluorine  content  is  0.60  parts  per  million. 

The  only  treatment  given  to  this  water  is  chlorination  and 
'Calgon'  Threshold  Treatment.  Eight  samples  were  taken  throughout 
the  year  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  all  but  one  gave  a . 1 Nil ' 
bacterial  count.  The  one  exception  gave  a count  of  2 coloform  bacilli 
per  100  ml,  but  it  was  concluded  that  something  must  have  gone  wrong 
with  the  taking  of  the  sample,  although  such  a count  is  not  in  the 
least  serious . 

The  summer  supply  is  augmented  by  water  pumped  from  the 
Roughton  Road  1211  borehole,  8,829,000  gallons  having  been  pumped  from 
this  source  during  the  year  1965,  which  represents  an  increase  of 
1,224,000  gallons  over  the  previous  year,  1964.  The  potential  yield 
of  this  borehole  is  probably  about  12,000  galls  per  hour.  A chemical 
analysis  of  this  water  was  also  detailed  in  a previous  report,  but  in 
this  case  the  natural  fluorine  content  is  0.75  parts  per  million. 

Both  pumping  stations  worked  satisfactorily  thoughout  the  year. 

During  the  period  of.  peak  summer  demand,  the  eastern  part  of 
Overstrand  was  again  supplied  by  bulk  water  obtained  from  the 
Erpingham  R.D.C's  Mundesley  supply,  thus  avoiding  the  scarcity  troubles 
of  previous  years  in  that  area.  811,000  gallons  were  purchased  in 
this  way .

There  is  a piped  supply  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Cromer 
hater  District  which  includes  the  parishes  of  Runton.  and  Overstrand 
and  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Aylmerton,  Felbrigg,  Northrepps  and 
Houghton.  Normal  maintenance  was  carried  out  by  the  Department, 
together  with  the  laying  of  new  mains  required  in  the  various  new 
housing  estates,  including  Hillside,  Newhaven  Court,  Burnt  Hilis, 

Holway  Close,  Links  Estate,  Church  Close  (Overstrand),  Clifton  Estate 
(Overstrand),  Shepherd's  Close  (East  Runton),  Renwiclc  Park  (west  Runt  on). 

A plentiful  supply  of  good  wholesome  .water  was  provided  throughout 
the  year,  except  for  the  temporary  supply  difficulties  in  some  parts  of 
the  Runtons  during  the  peak  holiday  period  mainly  caused  by  the  huge 
influx  of  caravans  and  other  campers.  As  previously  mentioned,  a scheme 
has  been  got  out  by  the  council's  engineers  for  the  laying  of  a new 
trunk  main  from  Aylmerton  reservoir  to  the  Runtons  and  at  the  same  time 
it  is  now  proposed  to  link  that  scheme  up  with  a later  scheme  to  lay  a 
new  trunk  main  to  Overstrond  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  rapid  housing 
development  there  and  the  expanding  holiday  industry,  thus  relieving 
the  supplementary  supply  which  the  Undertaking  is  obliged  to  take  from 
Erpingham  R.D.C.  and  which  may  be  unobtainable  in  a few  years  in  any 
case . 

During  the  year,  the  council  gave  much  consideration  of  a proposal 
to  introduce  automation  at  the  Ivletton  Pumping  btation,  but  in  view  of  the 
heavy  cost  involved,  the  idea  has  been  put  into  cold  storage  for  the  time 
being.  Other  heavy  ccmmitmenxs  have  also  caused  the  postponement  of 
extensive  repairs  which  are  required  to  the  Metton  Pumphouse  to  keep  the 
weather  out .

NOTES . 

The  initial  survey  of  all  registered  premises  was  completed  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year  except  for  those  premises  which  are  used 
only  in  the  summer  months.  Inspections  of  the  latter  were  made  during 

the  summer . 

Visits  to  premises  which  were  later  found  to  bo  outside  the 
scope  of  the  Act  numbered  18.  Informal  notices  draviring  attention  to 
deficiencies  under  the  Act  numbered  48,  but  most  of  these  have  still 
to  be  followed  up  with  a second  visit  to  check  if  premises  now  comply. 

Generally  the  inspections  have  gone  well  with  most  owners  and 
occupiers  of  the  affected  premises  giving  good  co-operation.
